Qne Robber Was Well Known to 


Officers of Chautauqua (Kan.)

merger with the National City Bank. 

Rejuvenation of the merger talk was 
due to the rapid advance of National 
Bank of Commerce stock within the last 
week or so. It has gone from 
_ate to $175 For a long time after the 

ctober panic, however, the stock of the 
Bank of Commerce sold far below its 
book value of approximately $157 a share. 
The bank has been earning 8 per cent. on 
a valuation of $200 a share, so that it 
presented an attractive investment at the 
figures at which it has been selling. This 
more than any other cause is taken as 
accounting in large measure for the re- 
cent advance.

In spité of the ardor of our corre- 
spondents who have been urging young 
men to marry on $35 a week or less, 
the cost of living in this borough 1s 
very high. Some years ago q widew to 
whom had been left by a wealthy hus- 
band a city house and $15,000 a year 
for its maintenance, appealed to the 
courte on the ground that the sum was 
insufficient to support her in the man- 
ner to which she had been accustomed. 
The justice of her plea was recognized. 
One can live decently in New York on a 
verygnuch smaller yearly income than 
$15,000, or even $8,400, but not in a 
style requiring more than that to main- 
tain. A fine house on the west side re- 
quires servants, the taxes and assess- 
ments are considerable, the near-by 
markets are expensive. 

Mrs. SMITH might have had an in- 
come of more than $150,000 a year. She 
has asked for only $8,400. This is the 
truest kind of practical philanthropy. 
We might expect such an example of 
self-sacrificing beneficence to soften the 
hearts of the malcontents who call 
themselves Socialists. But they = 
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the sacrifice of Chinese sovereignty. 
If she has had inclinations in this direc- 
tion, she will find their indulgence dif- 
ficult and dangerous to pursue. That 
result will be fortunate if it turns the 
energies of Japan where they are now 
and for a long time will be most needed, 
toward the economic development of 
the resources of the Empire.

TOPICS OF THE WEEK. 


HE recent removal of Emmanuel 
Swedenborg’s body from London to 
Stockholm, after 136 years, has led 
to a renewal Of interest in the great 
Swede and his writings. Mr. John 
Whitehead contributes to The Tran- 
script of Boston an interesting and authoritative 
account of Swedenborg’s philosophical works and 
their influence. The movement to honor the memory 
of Swedenborg because of his scientific attainments 
began in Vienna, where in 1901 Dr. Max Neuburger 
delivered an address before the Assembly of German 
Naturalists and Physicians on “ Swedenborg’s Refer- 
ences to the Physiology of the Brain.” He declared 
that Swedenborg was scientifically far In advance 
of his age, and’ was the first to discover that “ the 
cortical substance of the brain is the exclusive seat 
of the higher psychical activity, the point of attack 
for the soul.” Dr. Neuburger afterward spoke to 
the same effect In Stockholm, where a committee 
was appointed to investigate the matter. The manu- 
scripts of Swedenborg in the Stockholm Academy of 
Sciences have since been carefully examined. They 
cover many fields of scientific research. There are 
treatises, never published, on mathematics, chem- 
ietry, metallurgy, magnetism, ontology, geology, and 
apatomy. Mr. Whitehead says: 

Swedenborg seemed to grasp the hidden causes 
of things. By his principles of vibration, degrees, 
series, and order he reduced the various domains 
of science into a unified whole. Moreover, he an- 
ticipated by a century some of the scientific dis- 
coveries of the nineteenth century, especially in the 
field of anatomy and physiology. 

Under the direction of Prof. Gustav Retzius the 
publication of these works has begun, It contains the 
geological papers and some essays. The theory of 
vibration runs through all of Swedenborg’s writings. 


The third volume of Blelschowsky’s “Life of 
Goethe,” translated by William A. Cooper, (Putnam,) 
contains no formal summing up of the poet’s achleve- 
ments. The whole book must serve that purpose. 
But there is a brief, comprehensive estimate of his 
work in the closing chapter. Bielschowsky believes 
that Goéthe created and assured for the German 
people “ their position of spiritual power in the nine- 
teenth century.” He leads us back to Spinoza and 
forward to Darwin, and “in the realms of nature 
and history opens for us a view of the whole as 
wel as of the origin and development of the parts,” 
The idea of pure humanity hovers like a sun above 
all his achievement, We must not seck a systematic 
philosophy in his writings, however. The biographer 
makes the daring assertion that without Goethe.the 
Germany of to-day would not exist. “ Without 
Goethe, no Bismarck; without Goethe, no German 
Empire.” He made the whole people feel spiritually 
one nation, But Prof. Bielschowsky does not claim 
his hero exclusively for Germany. He exists, beside 
Homer and Shakespeare, for the whole world.

The discovery, that a manuscript-of “ Ouida’s” 
has been reposing for a year or two in the pigeon- 
hole of a London publishing house while its author 
was experiencing all the miseries poverty and 
sickness emphasizes anew the variable fate attend- 
ing the wares of the literary worker. Very recently 
one of the largest and oldest of our New York pub- 
lishing houses instituted an inquiry into its assets 
in the shape of purchased manuscripts. More than 
500 of the latter were routed out of their dusty hid- 
iug places and brought to the editorial judgment seat 
for final sentence. Not one, however, was found 
to be available for publication to-day, although their 
authors, among them such well-known names as 
Bayard Taylor, had received for these manuscripts 
the best of prices. But there they are, the unused 
fiterary accumulation of some forty or fifty years, 
representing an expenditure of thousands of dollars, 
but worthless now simply because the matters of 
which they treat are, like many of their authors, 
dead and forgotten. Im the case of these manu- 
scripts, however unprintable though they are to-day, 
the authors were at least paid for their work. But 
it is not stated in the cable whether or not “ Ouida” 
was paid for her unpublished novel.

Admirers of Count Leo Tolstoy In England haye 
fcrmed an organization, composed of the leading 
literary people of Great Britain, for the purpose of 
celebrating the great Russian’s eightieth birthday, 
which occurs in September of ‘this year. it is hoped 
to make the anniversary an international affair, and 
to this end the “ British Committee,” and presumably 
similar committees in other countries, will co-operate 
with a central committee in Russia. Representatives 
of literature, social progress, and the learned so0- 
cieties from all parts of the world will be invited to 
unite for the occasion in St. Petersburg or Moscow 
and present to Count Tolstoy, as “the greatest rep- 
resentative of Russian literature and as a social 
reformer who has set a high ideal of life before the 
world,” an international address by way of tribute. 
It has also been proposed as a more appropriate and 
practical testimonial in his honor to issue a cheap 
edition of Count Toistoy’s principal works in the 
leading languages of Europe. It ts more than prob- 
able, judging by Tolstoy’s popularity in this country, 
that these efforts on the part of his European ad- 
mirers will meet with some form of co-operation here. 


Not satisfied with his onslaught on Oslerism in 
the current Century, Dr. W. A. N. Dorland again 
takes up the cudgels in an article which will appear 
in the May number of that magazine under the title 
“What the World Might Have Missed.”

Charles Edward Russell Writes First Real 
Biography of the Boy Poet—Truth Makes 
His Story Even More Marvelous.

sell, hitherto known to the public only as an ex- 
ponent of radical, almost revolutionary, economics 
and sociology, to devote what might have been the 
leisure of fourteen years to a careful investigation of 
the boy’s brief and most unhappy career.

The boy did, have aqcess to @ 
room in a church where uments from 
an ancient in neglect and ruin on the dusty 
floor. He was, however, the child of a seaport slum. 
His father had been a school teacher of a sort—of a 
drunken sort, as it happened—and died before the 
son’s birth, leaving the mother to struggle with deep- 
est poverty. A good woman, but neither intelligent 
nor literate, rejoiced to secure for the little 
dreamer admission to a charity school, where he had 
to devote endless hours to acquiring enough of arith- 
metic and bookkeeping to become a shopman’s assist- 
ant, and his only later training was in the office of a 
shabby scrivener, drawing papers for petty clients. 
Of beatings for “ waste of time” he had many, but 
of appreciation and encouragement he never had 
a trace from anybody except such as came from a 
sinister surgeon who was writing an impossible his- 
tory of Bristol and was willing to accept as “ docu- 
ments” anything the boy brought him. 

That is about all there was to the so-called 
“forgery” of which so much—so nearly every- 
thing—has since been made. Mr. Russell tries, 
not quite successfully, to prove that what Chat- 
terton did with the pretended Rowley poems 
was only wha’: scores of reputable authors, in- 
cluding Scott and Stevenson—he might -have 
added Kipling as a modern instance—have done in 
using verses of their own as nominally the work of 
others, but certainly Chatterton did little more or 
worse, as he profited not a penny by his “ forgeries © 
and was only too glad to sell avowedly original poems 
and essays when the brief and scanty opportunity 
came, As Mr. Russell says, the Rowley trick, viewed 
in the gravest light, had about as much moral con- 
tent as the robbing of an orchard, and the other 
accusations, of libertinage, political venality and the 
like, never had any foundation except, as Mr. Russell 
gives good ground for believing, in the mean spite 
of Horace Walpble, who thought he had to avenge 
the affront given by a letter which was saucy only 
as written to a great lord by a piebelan boy, 

As a matter of fact, the Rowley poems would not 
have passed as ancient for a week if there had been 
in eighteenth-century England one scholar who knew 
the history of his own language a tenth part ag well 
as many knew that of Greek and Latin, They had 
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-‘tmuch of the tess and something of 
the vocabulary of Edward's day, but 
_ they were obviously miodern in elabor- 
i. Metrical structure, and, as Mr, 
A says, should not have been, and 
mow would not be, any more decep- 
tive than a repeating rifle which 
somebody claimed te find among imple- 
Ments of the Stone Age. Mr. Russell 
is sure that, considered on thelr merits, 


they are great poems; certainly they 
are better than good, but it is hardly 


an exaggeration to say that nobody 
reads them now, and not a line from 
ene of them has become a “ familiar 
quotation.” or seems likely to do ‘so, 
@nd that makes against his pardonable 
enthusiasm. 

Mr. Russell's passionate interest in 


Chatterton is possibly due less to the 


poems than to the fact that the boy 
joined himelf by natural affinity and 
at the first chance with the radicals of 
his time, and eagerly tent his galloping 
pen to Wilkes and the others who were 
attacking caste and privilege. He only 
asked to write what he believed; as 
recompense he only demanded enough 
to buy the bare necessities of life. When 
& wave of reaction closed his one mar- 
Ket he was left periniléss and starving, 
ané it took only a pitiful woman's offer 
of a dinner to drive him to death by 
poison in his garret. Mr. Russell de- 
scribes the last scene in a few simple 
lines, bare of adjectives or appeal for 
gympathy, but they are marvelously 
effective. 

One cannot but regret that Mr. Rus- 
@ell could not, or at least did not, de- 
vote a chapter to the pathological side 
of thi’ strangest, saddest case in liter- 
ary annals, and another to the language 
which Chattertan half recovered, half 
invented, in which to write the Rowley 
poems. These additions would have 
made the book perfect in its way and 
Class—not a fina] judgment of the boy’s 
standing among poets, of course, but a 
complete picture of the boy’s life, 
painted with a beautiful gravity of 
tender appreciation, doing its largely 
@uccessful best also to be just. One 
must turn many a page in many a book 
to find a finer, nobler, piece of writing 
than Mr. Russell’s prefaca, and the 
book ftself is in fitting sequence. 

To mention trifles tast, the book ts 
eamirably bound, printed, and illus- 
trated—in @ress as creditable to the 
publishers as in substance to the au- 
thor.

A young white man, there on tem- 
porary business, falls in love with and 
marries the handsome daughter of one of 
the wealthiest and most influential of the 
half-breeds. Business calls him away, 
and Qnally her family finds out that he 
does not intend to return. A Iinsman of 
the young wife, who has himself always 
loved her, though hopelessly, stands up 
the faithless husband and shoots him. 
Then, indicted for murder, he refuses to 
make any other plea than guilty and is 
executed by shooting.

YELLOW REPORTER 


Faking Newspaperman’s ™Con- 
fessions "—More or Less Reli- 
able Information of Methods 


Not Unheard Of 


m OST people nowadays are 
under the necessity of 
seeing all public char- 
acters—-Presidents, male- 
factors, Princesses, mil}- 
jonaires, actresses, ball- 

players, sclentista, novelists, opera sing- 
ers, Emperors, candidates, show giris, 
philanthropists, &c.—not as they really 
are, but as it has sulted the purposes 
of the newspapers to represent them. 
That is to say, each such public char- 
acter stands behind a false tmage of 
himself, wherein his most picturesque 
traits, selected, arranged, and supple- 
mented by the Ingenious journalist, are 
formed into an artistic whole. This is 
the public character's “news” per- 
sonality, and It is all the people ever 
know about him—or her. 

Sometimes, to be sure, public char- 
acters make revelation of themselves 
in autobiographies. But generally by 
the time they get to the autobiograph- 
ical stage they have become so 
obsessed with the “news personality” 
with which they have been endowed 
that. it is second nature with them. 

This being the case, it_onught to be 
interesting to read the autobiography of 
a reporter—one of these creators of 
news personalities. “The Career of a 
Journalist,” (B. W. Dodge & Co.,) is 
such an autoblography. The author, 
William Salisbury, belongs to the school 
which looks upon “ news” chiefly as a 
peg to hang sensations uwpon—which 
panders cheaply to the gallery. Lacking 
any native endowment of fastidiousness, 
and having retired from the trade, he 
is able to be Indiscreet in a quite un- 
journalistic fashion, He sets down fre- 
quently, for instance, the parts of the 
stories he was not allowed to write, 
(for one reason or another,) or the re- 
motely related and tnsufficient facts 
upon which the story he did write was 
hung. He is, toa, so nearly as to habit 
of mind, stage of culture, and moral 
standards, an average sample of a cer- 
tain inferior type of American reporter 
that comes dut of the West, that 
his indiscretions and revelations acquire 
a special value—éven though one who tis 
less indiscreet than he may take with a 
grain (or a pound) of salt some of those 
passages in which the secrets of the 
prison house, or what passes for such, 
are bared, with bold citation of names 
and cases, 

Mr. Salisbury, who began his news- 
paper career in Kansas City, and con- 
tinued it in Omaha and Chicago, who 
was refused a place by managing edi- 
tors of New. York dailies, who has trav- 
eled abroad and in Cuba, who served 
(in practice camps) in the Spanish- 
American war, who, as he says, has 
“been received as a social equal by 
some of the greatest people in the 
world, and been snubbed and mis- 
treated by some of the most insignifi- 
cant; wined and dined with the rich 
and famous one day, and ordered off 
front porches by butlers and chased by 
bulldogs the mnext’’—Mr Salisbury 
comes to this gloomy conclusion as the 
sum of his experiences: 

The biggest newspapers 
semble department stores, 
patrons and their twin 
American commercialism. These papers 
have departments of all kinds—of 
crime, scandal, sport, religion, markets, 
women’s clubs, drama, art, society, pol- 
itics, foreign affairs—and they handle 
and display the most of what is most 
profitable. Many of the goods are 
shoddy, and have a false glitter, but 
the principal concern of the managers 
is to avoid damage suits. It is impos- 
sible to work long on any American 
paper without dealing in shoddy goods 
of one kind or another—in news or in 
political opinions. The employes, with 
less than one-half dozen exceptions in 
all America, have no more individuality 
than have department store workers, 
The reporters and correspondents, who 
g0 to many places and for many things, 
are as clerks. While they have more 
bodily liberty they have less mental 
liberty than clerks. The editors and 
their assistants who arrange and dis- 
play the results of the writers’ work 
are as window dressers. The business 
managers and chief editors are as floor 
walkers. They may discharge the sub- 
ordinates at any time. All the profits 
go to the stockholders. 


Mr. Salisbury, be it observed, speaks 
more sweepingly than his exyerience 
Gimited for the most part to three 
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Cet taahenen he persuaded an ambitious 
Alderman to introduce an tte 
ordinazice, which furnished first-page 
matertal for a week. When he was 
hunting a job In Chicago he made a 
Place for himself on one of the papers 
by hatching a plot with a Sergeant and 
patrolman of police to the effect that 


and by night “Will the story be a 
big one?” says the Sergeant. “Sure,” 
says the as yet newspaperiess plot con- 
coctor, “and you'll be the hero of it.” 
And rushed off to the selected news- 
paper office with a “hot, exclusive 
story,” which was promptly “con- 
firmed” over the telephone by the 
Sergeant-hero,. And spread on the first 
page. Mr. Salisbury tells with equal 
frankness how he lost his jobs on news- 
papers—usually he was, in his own 
words, “fired” wpon being catght red- 
handed im a fake which could not be 
winked at. According to him the crime 
was not the fake, but the discovery. 

The present reviewer assumes no re- 
sponsibility for deciding upon the 
veracity of detail. 

The thing is frankly a book of yellow 
journalism and yellow journalists by 
one of themselves. It is only fair to 
say that the mirror has been held up 
to that phase of nature at many angles 
less fairly revealing. 


Gossip About Authors. 

A friend of the Lea fammy recently tele- 
graphed the McClure Company for infor- 
mation in regard to Homer Lea, the 
author of “The Vermilion Pencil,” an- 
nouncing at the same time the death of 
the latter. The publishers at once tele- 
graphed to Los Angeles, Mr. Lea’s home 
for the present, and were reassured by 
the following wire from the “ deceased” 
novelist: “If I am dead don’t know it 
The report is absolutely ridiculous.” 

What is regarded as an unusually 
sprightly and attractive juvenile is soon 
to be published by Jacobs. Its title Is 
“The Land of Never Was.” It is the 
tale of three little children, who while 
they are blowing soap bubbles are mys- 
teriously imprisoned inside of one of 
them and thus wafted up into the sky. 
They drift into the Mother Goose Coun- 
try, where they are told why the cow 
jumped over the moon, why Jack and 
Jil went up the hill and where they gain 
a great deal of other odd and interesting 
information.

It is, in 

fact, as much the tragedy 

of a convent as of the 

heroine or the villain. Both come to 
such sad ends and the story has so lit- 
tle incident that it cannot prove as at- 


tractive to those of other nationalities | 


as to Frenchmen, who were still buying 
it when it was approaching its sixtieth 
edition. What gives it its special at- 
tractions for Frenchmen is its relation 
to the most coritentious of political 
questions, and one, too, which comes 
closer to hearts and minds than can 
any other topic than religion. The ne- 
cessities—real or fancied—of French 
politics required that French statesmen 
should take the control of-education out 
of the hands of the Catholics. It was 
argued to be unfair to taxpayers who 
were not Catholics to compel them to 
support Catholic schools, or to compel 
their children to submit to “ Catholic 
contamination.” Therefore it was de- 
termined to banish religion from the 
Government. and. the State endowed 
schools, The State feared ignorance 
less than the training of priests and 
nuns, 

Sister Justine’s school was one of this 
and Pascale was one of its in- 
mates. She was the daughter of a mas- 
ter weaver, of a sweet disposition, but 
a character so weak that she entered a 
convent to keep herself from tempta- 
tion. Had she lived out the life she 
elected she would have died in the odor 
of sanctity, having made her little 
world the better for her self-denying 
labors.

Those who read novels for a thrill 
can be assured of one in the murder 
chapter, and they will appreciate it all 
the more from the contrast with the 
sweet and simple chapters which have 
preceded. The picture of convent life is 
one well worth reading. Realism of 
this kind can only do good, and that it 
is veritable realism is attested from the 
vogue of the book in France. False- 
hood never keeps the presses hot for 
long, and the book would have fallen 
flat had it been as false as the anti- 
Catholic prints of many kinds, From 
point of view this is a Clerical 
pamphlet, as well as a novel, and it 
may be read as well for the insight it 
gives into this phase of France’s poli- 
tics as for its narrative. It is written 
with fine and delicate art, and the 
translation is good.

Mathie) CENERATION ago Lord 
i MANS Brassey—then without a

book*® takes up related subjects of 
Wages and employment in a similar 
manner, and we are promised a third 
volume upen factory legislation, co-op- 
eration, and social betterment, Lord 
Brassey deservedly praises Prof, Chap- 
man’s continuation of his task, and we 
may be permitted to add that nothing 
with which their names are connected 
needs to be done over again. Bringing 
up to Gate this work may need after 
years enough, but for a long time it will 
remain the chief storehouse of co-ordl- 
nated facts regarding employment and 
unemployment, the organization of la~- 
bor, and the policies of trades unions, 
industrial insurance, and pensions. 
Prof. Chapman writes in ‘the scientific 
spirit, without bias or faddism, seeking 
rather the true thing than the forward- 
ing of any hobby. It is a book to which 
employer or employe can equally turn 
with confidence, unless they are parti- 
sans rather than practical men, and are 
more concerned with winning a victory 
than with considering whether the vic- 
tory should be won. Any idea that the 
book is hostile to labor is dissipated by 
the glowing language, almost eulogy, 
with which Lord Brassey discusses 
trades unions and their function in the 
modern industrial world 

A book of this sort and quality cannot 
be bofled down. There is no theory or 
principle which can be extracted from 
ft and associated with the author’s 
name as his work. Its value lies in its 
mass, and fn the detachment with which 
the garnered facts are marshaled and 
made to say all that the author has to 
gay. In short, so workmanlike and im- 
personal Is Prof. Chapman’s perform- 
“ance that there is danger of underrat- 
ing it, axcept by those who have wasted 
much effort to find facts here brought 
together from England, France, Ger- 
many, and the United States, all with 
equal care and sympathy. Perhaps the 
best way to give an idea of the book is 
to sample its treatment of subjects now 
uppermost.

Chapman regards as voluntary, and he 
argues that, whether defensible or not, it 
is wrong to support it from tax money. 
A standard wage may be a proper first 
charge upon an industry, and yet there is 
small danger that a standard wage shall 
be lessened through the doing work 
which otherwise would be undone, and 
merely for the relief of distress. At a 
time when there are said to be a million 
unemployed, those charged with meet- 
ing the situation can learn much world- 
ly wisdom by studying the experience 
of Bermondsey with such a crisis. The 
work was given, but the history of the 
applicants was traced out with results 
which made the public money go a long 
way. 

The wage topic is discussed in a man- 
ner most apposite at a time when there 
ts a single dispute pending involving a 
quarter million workers, and when the 
entire wage-earning class is wrought 
up about the doctrine of a standard 
wage, a living wage, a fixed wage, and 
other attempts to fix what experience 
shows to be incapable of fixation. Lord 
Brassey thinks that wages depend upon 
the values produced. This scems rea- 
sonable enough when prices are rising, 
bat is a hard saying when prices have 
collapsed. A ton of steel or iron has the 
same value under all economic condi- 
tions, but fts production will not war- 
rant the same wage under all condl- 
tions. Wages rise rather with prices 
than with values, and the reason fs that 
a rising market denotes chance of 
profit, and sets all the enterprisers to 
work, thus causing @emand to overtake 
supply. In other words, capital and 
labor profit together, and neither at the 
other’s expense. Prof. Chapman’s 
chapter seems more satisfactory than 
Lord Brassey’s shorter passage upon 
this point, although it may be that 
there is no essential difference between 
the positions taken. 

Prof. Chapman rejects the idea that 
Socialism ig necessary to remedy ad- 
mitted inequalities under the wage sys- 
tem, because society as It is constituted 
functions so slowly. On the contrary, 
he is amazed by the adaptability of our 
system’s adjustment to complex and 
ever-varying conditions. The present- 
day producer ts almost infinitely re- 
moved from the satisfaction of his 
wants. The way in which we are 
clothed and fed and amused is an 
every-day miracle, and, compared with 
the past, is a marked example of quick- 
er and better adjustment than ts true 
of most other economic problems. The 
argument that employers exploit wage 
earners by paying all the lowest wages 
which will be accepted by any is clev- 
erly reversed and turned into proof— 
by equality of reasoning—that 
earners exploit employers by extorting 
for all the maximum wage paid to any.

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MARSHAL TURENNE, 

A GREAT SOLDIER 

Biography of Conde’s’ Military 
Rival—Story of a Modest 


and Gallant Hero of 
France. 


ms HROUGHOUT all this long 
biography of Marshal Tu- 
renne,* undoubtedly ane 
of the greatest soldiers 
who ever helped to make 
international] history, the 
author has exercised extreme discretion 
and sound common sense. Though, to 
give a just and truthful history of a 
career essentially military, the author 
has had to devote much of his 400 
pages to descriptions of campaigns, 
battles, and elegesa, with their causes 
and effects, he has never permitted 
himself to become so immersed in the 
seventeenth century maze of politics 
and warfare as to neglect the more hu- 
manly appealing biographical elements 
to be found in character study. Inci- 
ents of his many conflicts are used as 
rmouch to illustrate the individuality of 
the famous Marshal as to explain the 
nature of his warlike achievements. 
Even the names of Turenne’s most 
famous battles are unknown to the 
average man of the present day, for 
tales of European wrangles of three 
centuries ago have been half obliterated 
by the master hand of Napoleon, who 
erased so much of the past and out- 
lined so much of the future. Yet the 
things Turenne accomplished were of 
world-wide moment. -It was he who 
saved the crown of France for the 
young Louis XIV., and it was the 
Grand Monarch who had his faithful 
General, as a singular mark of honor, 
buried in the Abbey of St. Denia, where 
rest the bodies of French sovereigns. 
Moreover, Turenne’s battles and his 
more wonderful campaigns of marches 
and stratagems will always remain 
great military lessons, even though the 
old weapons of war have perished and 
modern inventions have revolutionized 
the tactics of modern hostilities, MNapo- 
leon studied these campaigns most 
carefully, and criticised them minutely. 
And the author of this biography, who 
modestly denies that he is himself any- 
thing of a military authority, quotes 
these written opinions of “ The Little 
Corporal” in almost innumerable ip- 
stances, to offer,as one might say, the 
highest grade of “ expert testimony.” 
Henry, Viscount of Turenne, was 
born in 1611 and was several years the 
senior of his famous rival and@ friend, 
the Prince of Conde. The lives of these 
two men, the foremost commanders of 
their age, like their characters, present 
strange and forcible contrasts. Turenne 
fought for honor and principle, for the 
love of command, the glory of victory, 
and, we sometimes suspect, for the 
grim pleasure he found In the game of 
war. Conde, in certain ways more 
dashingly brilliant as he was surely 
less reliable, was an fntriguer in keep- 
ing with the pfévailing spirit of his 
time. Turenne was the younger son of 
the Duke of Bouillon. The Prince of 
Conde was one of the two or three most 
powerful nobles in all France, 2 man 
whose wealth and inherited station 
made {t not unnatural that he should 
dare to wage war against the reigning 
family. It is said of Turenne that, in 
spite of his many honors, he died poorer 


than when he entered the arena. He 
refused to take even the plunder that 


aide by aide and sometimes as the Gen- 
erals of opposed forces, especially dur- 
ing the civil wars of the New Fronde. 
‘When fighting {n opposition it is sald 
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elated by victory. He was frank to 
admit his own mistakes, and quietly 
confident of retrieving them. At the 
opening of the Yew Fronde Turenne 
lost a battle, and was taken prisoner 
~—a@ disagreeable position from which 
he soon escaped. When asked after- 
ward how it was that he had lost this 
action, even against superior forces, he 
briefly replied, “By my own fault.” 

Later, by @ turn of events, Turenne 
found himself in charge of the royal 
arnry, protecting the young King and 
the Court tn its exile from Paria. In 
one instance he saved the King from 
capture by discovering a trick ma- 
noeuvre in tbe nick of time, and with 
a few men holding ‘a bridge against 
overwhelming numbers. Al) he said 
about this matter in a letter written 
immediately afterward was: “ Some- 
thing~has happened at Gergean, but 
‘tis of no great consequence.” Yet the 
Queen, in the presence of the entire 
Court, proclaimed that Turenne had 
“saved the kingdom” when that 
“something happened.” 

The biographer admits that his hero 
was less of a diplomat than a warrior, 
a fact of which the Marshal himself 
was probably quite aware, One of the 
best stories told in this connection re- 
lates to the negotiations pending the 
disruption of the Triple Alliance, 
Turenne unwisely intrusted a certain 
confidence to a lady-in-walting, and 
the secret was repeated back to the 
King, who, -unable to conceive of 
Turenne as having committed an indis- 
cretion, fixed the blame on the only 
other man who could have known. 
Turenne, with characteristic honesty, 
confessed his fault. When some one 
wished to speak of the incident after- 
ward the Marshal, who still felt the 
humiliation, replied, “ First let us put 
out the candles.” 

To explain the politics of a period 
governed by the plots and counterplots 
of such men as Richelieu and Mazarin 
fs entirely outside the province of a 
review. Suffice it to say, the compli- 
cations are clearly outlined in the vol- 
ume under consideration, though the 
explanations have judiciously been lim- 
ited to such events as had a bearing 
on the career of the hero. One comes 
to understand how Catholic France and 
Protestant Holland were allied against 
Spain, and how later Spain and Holland 
were allied against France. It was an 
age of attempted conquests in which 
standing armies were never permitted 
to stand, but kept constantly at work. 
One even comes to comprehend how it 
was that the faithful Turenne once 
found himself at the head of a hostile 
Spanish army, and would not leave this 
command until the Spaniards were of- 
fered what he considered fair terms— 
which they declined to accept In 
those days, more than now, politics and 
war were kaleidoscopic, and sovereigns 
broke their pledges as unceremonibualy 
as they made them 

It was In 1658 that Turenne won what 
is generally considered his greatest vic- 
tory—the battle of the Dunea, in which 
he had the assistance of English forces, 
and which led to the taking of Dunkirk. 
After this achievement he wrote to his 
wife, In his usual terse manner: “ The 
enemy came to us, and, God be praised, 
they have been defeated. I was pretty

“Q.” Temporarily Abandons Fic- 
tion to Write a. History of 


English Literature—Talk 
of British Capital. 


AAONDON, April 10.—Mr. A. 

T. Quiller-Couch has of 

late ‘bégn engaged in 

something which might 

be described as literary 

missionary work. Mr. 

Quiller-Couch is, of course, a novelist. 

However, for some little time past he 

has not been writing any fiction, but 

has worked instead at a short “ History 

of English Literature” on rather novel 

lines, and has edited for the Clarendon 

Press a series of cheap texts of English 

classics for use in English elementary 
schools. 

This temporary abandonment of his 
chosen field in order to devote himself 
to editing books for school children does 
certainly bear a close relation to mis- 
slonary effort whén we understand why 
Mr, Quiller-Couch has’ made the sacri- 
fice. In a letter which I had from him 
a few days ago. he explained his action 
to me. 

“The reason,” said he, “is that, as a 
member of our County Council down 
here in Cornwall, (Mr, Quiller-Couch 
was born in Cornwall and lives there 
still,}) and one particularly interested 
in the education of poor children, I 
found no books that helped the teachers 
to introduce these children to English 
literature in what I considered the right 
way—tL e., by stimulating curiosity and 
amusing ‘them, 

“So I laid fiction aside for the while 
and tucked up my sleeves to do this Lit- 
tle job myself. 

“The short ‘ History of English Lit- 
erature’ is a protest against ‘the false 
notion (on which all recent histories 
and textbooks have been founded) that 
our literature its 
from Anglo-Saxon.’ 

There is something very interesting 
and attractive in the idea of this 
complished writer giving up his own in- 
terests for a time for the sake of help- 
ing school children to enjoy literature. 
He intends soon to return to fiction, 
however, for he is “due to write a 
novel this year.” For this book he has 
two or three subjects in his head, and 
has not yet, so he says, decided which 
one to write about. There is also an- 
other book which Mr. Quiller-Couch is 
“due to write,” though I fear by now 
his admirers are grown skeptical of his 
ever doing it. It is the monograph on 
George Eliot which a London publisher 
has been announcing patiently for some 
five years. 
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Mr. John Galsworthy has just written 
what he calls a “ disquisition” on Jo- 
seph Conrad in which he says of Con- 
rad’s novels: “‘ The writing of these ten 
books is probably the only writing of 
the last twelve years that will enrich 
the English language to any great ex- 
tent.” Mr. Galsworthy gives also some 
biographical particulars about Conrad, 
which, though they are doubt not 
new to many persons, are of much in-

terest to the general public, who have, 
on the whole, the vaguest idea of who 
and what Mr. Conrad was before he be- 
novelist.

R. H. P. Curle Contributes Latest 
Exposition of Great Novelist’s 
Work — Scarcely the 
Final Jadgment. 


HE title page of this book*® 

bears as a motto a 

phrase from the famous 

Pilgrim’s Scrip of the 

elder Feverel: “ Our new 

thoughts have thrilled 

dead bosoms.” We take this as an 

indication of the modesty of the author 

and his comprehension of*the magni- 

tude of his task. To reappraise the 

work of George Meredith, even in his 

lifetime, is certainly an’ undértaking 

that requires courage. He is, probably 

against his will, the idol of a cult. He 

was for a long term of years a prolific 

writer, yet much more has been written 

about him than he ever’wrote. Yet 

we venture to remark that @ diligent 

reader will find a thought or two in 

this book that never thrilled a dead 
bosom. 

Mr. Curle’s title is vague and not 
particularly suitable, for he treats of 
Meredith in every possible aspect, and 
his volume comprehends a study of all 
jis subject’s works, poetry as well as 
prose, with an abundance of quotation. 
We may as well, in this hasty glance, 
pass without comment the “ General 
Introduction,” with its consideration of 
Meredith as novelist and poet, and its 
freshly made definitions, as puzzling 
and unsatisfying as such definitions 
usually are, of idealism, realism, and 
poetry. Mr. Curle is fond of defining 
things that defy definition, and profuse 
enough in the use of his definitions 
quickly to satisfy the experienced reader 
that his new study of Meredith is not 
to be the final authority on the sub- 
ject. But that makes no difference so 
long as his book is interesting and 
useful. 

In the minds of most us, when litera- 
ture is the subject, criticism and ap- 
preciation are synonymous terms. But 
in Mr. Curle’s mind criticism judges 
of an author by comparing him with 
others, or by accepted canons, while 
appreciation compares him to those 
ideals which are our goal and his goal. 
This is a fine point. But when a man 
turns out a whole volume of literary 
criticism, with only one subject, he 
must be permitted to make a few fine 
points now and then. We are inclined 
to commend Mr. Curle’s book. to people 
who want to know something about 
Meredith and also to those who know 
much about him, and are fond of the 
subject, rather for its practical consid- 
eration of the qualities of the novelist's 
work than for its subtleties. 

He divides Meredith’s prose into three 
periods, the first—‘‘a short exotic 
opening "—limited to “Farina” and 
“The Shaving of Shagpat,” and the 
second including “ The Ordeal of Rich- 
ard Feverel,” “Evan WHarrington,” 
“Sandra Belloni,” “™ Vittoria,” “ The 
Adventures of Harry Richmond,” and 
“ Beauchamp’s Career.” “ Rhoda Flem- 
ing” he seems to leave out of the 
period to which it clearly belongs as 
@ work not on “the same level of 
imagination and accomplishment.” He 
finds that the characteristic of these 
bgoks, somewhat arbitrarily grouped in 
the second period, is “ a poetical ideali- 
gation of background and figure joined 
to a keenly personal, yet philosophical, 
examination of motive and fate.”

Mr. Perry has indeed made this con 
cession to truth; he has eliminated the 
slurring reference to “his brother 
George,” and has changed the phrase 
“contributed out of slender means to his 
weekly support,” to “contributed out of 


somewhat difficult task subjected to per- 
sonal abuse in The Conservator, ang I 
prefer to take the full responsibility for 
what I have printed.” This ts very gen- 
erous of Mr. Perry, but no personal abuse 
has been offered any one tn The Con- 
servator unless to question the authority 
for Mr. Perry’s statements is personal 
abuse, 

That anonymous libelers of the dead 
should desire to preserve their anonymity 
ig not surprising; that Mr. Perry should 
ald and abet them in this, because they 
assisted him, raises a delicate question of 
ethica, but surely anonymous testimony 
ig of little value. 

On Page 123 of the first edition is the 
statement that “He persuaded one man 
of letters, then recently married, to in- 
trust to him the whole of a slender for- 
tune, which he straightway lost in spec- 
ulation. In such transactions poets are 
rarely at their best.” It is to be hoped 
the poets appreciate this compliment. In 
the new edition Mr. Perry changes the 
words “a slender fortune” to “ his small 
savings,” which change scems to serve no 
particular purpose. In the appendix, how- 
ever, he states that he has heard of the 
existence of a receipt in full for this 
money, which he “ has.not been permitted 
to see.” Now, I know where that re- 
ceipt is and I know he never applied to its 
custodian for permission to see it, and 
yet he retaing the libelous charge in the 
text practically unchanged. 

There are more instances of these falae 
charges, but enough has been said to in- 
dicate the untrustworthiness of the book 
a8 @ guide to Whitman’s career. The sec- 
ond edition is a distinct aggravation of 
the original offense, aa now there ts no 
possible excuse for Mr. Perry not know- 
ing che facts. 

In the first edition, Page 278 is a com- 
parison between Whitman and Jean 
Jacques Rousseau—a most absurd com- 
parison; it Is this: “ Each man wrote su- 
perbly about paternity and each deserted 
his own children.” This statement is 
discredited by the very letter—his only 
source of information that there were any 
children—from which he quotes, Page 45; 

“Though unmarried I have hag alx 
chil@ren—two are dead—one living, 
Southern grandchild; fine boy; writes me 
occaslonally—circumstances (connected 
with their fortune and benefit) have sep- 
arated me from intimate relations,” 

There is surely nothing m this to in- 
dicate desertion, and if Perry had any 
other source of information he failed to 
mention it. In the new edition the pas- 
sage stands: “ Each man wrote superbly 
about paternity, although nelther man, 
as far as is now known, ever acknowl- 
edged or supported the children which he 
says was born to him.” This adds ab- 
surdity to the former offense, because 
in the letter quoted from he acknowledges 
having had the chilldren, and shows 
clearly that a more definite acknowledg- 
ment would have tended to deprive them 
of support. The most offensive feature 
of the paragraph, however, ts the com- 
parison with Rousseau, who admitted that 
he had permitted his children to be gent 
to a foundling asylum. The allegation 
fs wholly unwarranted.

esting Mss. Discovered. 


ea NND HOLLINGSWORTH 
WHARTON’S “ Ttalian 
Days and Ways,” which the 
Lippincotts published late 
in 1906, is going into a 
fourth edition at once. Miss 
Wharton in this book gives 
delightfully familiar glimpses of Genova, 
Venice, Florence, Rome, Naples, Sorrento, 
_ and other cities and towns less well known 
about, The narrative is tn the form of 
letters, and there are characters who talk 
and act like Anne Warner’s in the books 
in which we see Europe with “Uncle 
John.” The publishers are soon to re- 
ceive the manuscript of a companion vol- 
ume of semi-fiction and semi-travel, this 
time covering England, and particularly 
Devon and Cornwall, which Miss Whar- 
ton has recently visited. She takes the 
people of her “Italian Days and Ways” 
to this new field. The book Is to be free- 
ly illustrated from photographa, and i 
will be published in the Fall 
The John C. Winston Company will pub- 
lish shortly a new book by C. H. Forbes- 
Lindsay, whose volumes of travel have 
been commended for their keen observa- 
tion, and who has been lately writing a 
number of magazine articlés on impor 
tant public works ¢arried on by the Gov- 
ernment. “ Washington, the City and the 
Seat of Government,” ig the title, and 
the book is the latest addition to the se- 
ries of Photogravure Illustrated Books, 
which this house issues in bandsgmes 
style. Mr, Forbes-Idndsay had been fre 
quently struck by the erroneous ideas 
prevalent regarding the history of our Na- 
tonal capital, and when he became famil- 
far with the subject found that the City 
of Washington has up to this time never 
received justice, even from those who 
tried to tell its romantic story. 


An English book which should prove of 
uncommon interest to Americans is 
“George IIL-gs a Man, Monarch, and 
Statesman,” by Beckles Willson, to which 
the Jacobs have obtained the rights for 
this country. Mr. Willson writes as an 
unbiased critic and gives a clear, read- 
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abla, and sympathetic account of the man, 
with what is probably of more importance 
than anything else, a study of his real in- 
fluence upon the history of the time. 

There are two recently discovered new 
sources for letters, diaries, and papers of 
Salmon P. Chase, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury under Lincoln, and afterward Chicf 
Justice. A large quantity of this ma- 
terial, as a result of Albert Bushnell 
Bart’s and James Ford Rhodes’s investi- 
gations came to light and made its way 
fnto the Library of Congress. This seems 
to have been worked over by Judge War- 
@en when he wrote his biography of 
Chase shortly after the death of the Chief 
Justice, tn 1873, and at least a portion of 
ft was found fn the vaults of a safe de 
posit company in Washington, where it 
had laid unclaimed for many years. It 
was to be had for the accumulated 
Charges, which were advanced by Mr. 
Ehodes. Another lot, of scarcely less im- 
portance, was sold many years ago by J. 
W. Schuckers, the author of another 
biography of Chase, to the late Brinton 
Coxe of this city, who at his death pre- 
sented it to the Historical Society of Penn- 
sylvania. These papers have been boxed 
up for a long time, and Dn Ellis Paxson 
Oberholtzer, in connection with his biog~ 
raphy of Jay Cooke, was the first to go 
through them carefully. He found much 
entirely new material, parts of which are 
soon to appear fm Scribner’s Magazine. 
The papers are sald to throw important 
light upon the relations of Lincoln and 
the able Secretary,.who would have been 
go willing to have taken his chief's place 
as the directing genius of the wan 

The author of “ In the Border Country,” 
& W. Crockett, has written a new book, 
“ Footsteps of Scott,” of which the Jacobs 
are the American publishers, The volume is 
said to be “the story of the great ro- 
mancer as revealed in his country.” The 
storied castles and abbeys, the beauty of 
the natural scenery which Scott knew and 
Gescribed, are to be set before us again 
in this finely illustrated book. 

The Lippincotts will publish late tm ‘the 
Summer or in the early Fall “ Beau Brum- 
mell and HisTimes; the Last of the Beaux,” 
by Roger Boutet de Monvel.

Painting in the Last Half Century, 


The last half of the nineteenth century 
forms an epoch in the history of puinting 
that has not often been analyzed and de- 
scribed from its fnception to its latest ex- 
pression by writers on modern art. John 
Constable, the famous English landscape 
painter, predicted some eight or more 
years ago that English art would cease to 
exist by about the middle of the century, 
while a similar extinction seemed to 
threaten the French school at approxi- 
mately the samo time. In the former 
country, however, the Pre-Raphaelite 
Brotherhood sprang into being at this 
crucial period, while itn France ai- 
multaneously the impressionists, The ad- 
vent of these two original forces, for as 
such they must be counted, gave a new 
and vital impetus to the art of painting 
in both countries, the results from which 
are still in evidence. It is this phase of 
art which J. E. Phythian treats in a book 
published to-day by E, P. Dutton & Co. 
under the title “ Fifty Years of Modern 
Painting.” Half of the book is devoted to 
Pre-Raphaelitism and the French impres- 
sionism, followed by exhaustive chapters 
on “ Painting in France,” “Other Coun- 
tries,” and “ Painting in Great Britain,” 
all given in a way that Is intended to 
meet the requirements of the expert as 
well as the general reader.

L. McCreery, who was at that time editor of 
The Delaware County (lowa) Journ and 
was first published in Arthur's Home Maga- 
sine, Philadelphia, tm its issue for July, 1563. 
It was extensively oe and immediately 
became very , and, iike many other 
verses by lit wh authors, was ascribed 
to various eminent poets. The cause of its 
being attributed to Bulwer is ome of the 
“ curiosities af literature.’’ A man named 
Eugene Bulmer wrote an article op “ Immor 
tality” for The Chicago Farmers’ Advocata, 
and concluded ft by quoting McCreery’s poem, 
without credit. A Wisconsin paper clipped we 
peem, with the signature “ Eugene Balmer,’’ 
from The Parmers’ Advocate, and reprinted 
it. Then another paper copied it from thse 
Wisconsin paper, a lazy typesetter abbreviat~- 
tng the ure to “ E. Bulmer.”” Then it 
was cop by still another paper. with an 
“intelligent compositor’ who, ving never 
heard of “BB Imer,” naturally supposed 
that he had discovered a typographical error, 
and so credited the poem to “KE Bulwer.” 
Thus began the ascfiption of MoCreery’s verses 
to Lord Bulwer, which has persisted to the 
present day, notwithstanding the fact that 
some one who knows the facts occasionally 
takea the ate to correct the error. The 
poem has moted in Congress, and has 
thus been oe S med in The Congressional 
Record as Bubwer’s, and has been included in 
& number of the fake “ collections” to which 
I recently referred in your columns, always 
credited to Bulwer.
